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3. As to claims 6 and 8, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious an apparatus of method comprising a dependent lighting unit 
provided with a half reflection mirror for changing an illuminating position on the printed 
circuit board depending upon the photographing position as the photographing position 
control module is moved, reflecting light illuminated from a secondary lighting to the 
photographing position control module, and penetrating an image of the printed circuit 
board , in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
